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The above mentioned sources have substantiated 
the fact that the newspaper Is sold predominantly In the 
black section of Portland, but mentioned that numerous 
white people are approached on the streets and in their 
homes by Muslims selling the paper. It is also confirmed 
that the newspaper is sold on various college campuses in 
the Portland area with the result that numerous white people 
purchase the newspaper. 



PROPOSED COUNTERINTELLIGENCE 



It is proposed that a handwritten letter be 
sent to the Muhammah Speaks Newspaper , 2548 South Federal 
Street, Chicago, Illinois 60616, which states as follows: 

I am a white man who has lived most of my 
life in a predominantly black section of Portland (Albina)* 
I have come into close contact with many black people. 
Recently I read on page 3 of the July 28, edition of Huhammah 
Speaks" two letters sent to your headquarters relating 
how Muslims sell your paper to white people. 

I have purchased your newspaper for the past 
few months from neatly attired, clean-cut Negro men who 
said they were Muslims. These men told me to read the 
paper because the Muslims like the white man and the paper 
shows the current Muslim programs . Little did I realize 
the big&ted attitude and biased teachings of the Muslims. 
My only regret is that I have been deceived by these neatly 
clad black devils and supported your bigoted cause. 

Furthermore $ I read that Portland doesn't even 
have a Muhammah Temple of Islam according to the list shown 
in your newspaper. Are these black devils who sell me 
and my neighbors the paper another black rip-off organiza- 
tion or are they really Muslims. 
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Disappointed and Irate Reader 
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It is recommended that this letter be written 
on plain white stationery enclosed in a white postmarked 
envelope mailed from the Albina section of Portland. 

EXPECTED RESULTS 



It is expected that Portland sources will keep 
the Portland Division advised of the action of the proposed 
letter. The leader of the NOI in Portland Is a person who 
upholds the principles and beliefs of the Muslims. If the 
above letter comes to his personal attention via Chicago 
the news certainly will generate dissent and upheaval in 
the organization.

Referenced letter pointed out that the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) had undergone a complete bouleversement in its 
organization and operations in the New York City area which left 
its local operations in a stte of chaos. 

Since the date of referenced letter, the BPP has split 
into two factions in the New York City area, namely the CLEAVER 
and NEWTON supporters* This dichotomy apparently has been instru- 
mental in the shooting and killing of ROBERT VEBB, a functionary 
of. the Cleaver faction in New York City. 

These tumultuous events have made it difficult for the 
NY0 to formulate specific and practical counterintelligence propo-< % t * 
sals which would be timely and productive* * 1/ 

New York feels that while at this time there are no 
specific proposals to be submitted, it is obvious that it would 
be detrimental to the continuing efforts of the BPP as a whole to 
keep the two opposed factions froi.i reaching a detente or at least 
seeking a rapprochement in their future dealings. 

Inasmuch as the leadership of the Cleaver faction is with- 
out the continental boundaries of the United States, it will 
make it more difficult for that group to communicate with and 
control the operations of the rank and file membership of that 
group. 

Therefore, this will make that faction more susceptible 
to counterintelligence techniques than the Newton faction.

BLACK NATIONALIST MOVEMENT IK 
THE PORTLAND FIELD DIVISION; 
CHANGES 

The Black Panther Party (BPP) in Portland, Oregon 
is an active group, however, there are currently only approx- 
imately eight members in this group. The majority of the 
activity of this group centers around the operation of the 
health, dental, and breakfast programs in the Portland area 
and, with the exception of these three programs, the BPP is 
extremely Inactive and shove little interest In any outside 
BPP operations. 

As reported in the past, the BPP was attempting to 
obtain a permit to solicit funds legally to operate the dental 
and health olinlcs, as well as their breakfast program. It was 
not felt that this permit would be issued because of the tre- 
mendous pressure being brought on the Portland City Commission 
by the Portland Police Department and other civic groups against 
the Issuance of such a permit. In a surprise move by the 
Portland Solicitations Committee and the Portland City Commission, 
the BPP was issued a three^nonth temporary permit, and it is now 
expected that the City Commission will issue a permanent permit 
in the near future, barring some unforeseen circumstances. 

The Nation of Islam (NOI) group in Portland is one 
of the largest black militant-type organisations in Oregon; 
however, no concrete counterintelligence proposals have been 
developed to date in regards to this group. Specific counter- 
intelligence proposals will be made at some future date in

KUHL IN 1970 PATTON 

THE SLAP HEARD AROUND THE WORLD. 

Q. Please tell me if the man slapped by Gen. George 
S. Patton is stilt living? It was such a high point of 
the movie.— Mrs. Roger Willey, Independence, Iowa. 
A, Charles H. Kuhl, the soldier slapped by Gen. 
George S. Patton in a U.S. Army hospital in Palermo, 
Sicily, during World War II, died in Mishawaka, Ind., 
on Jan. 31, 1971, of a hearl attack; He was a sweeper 
in a Mishawaka factory at the time of his death. Kuhl, 
who had served in the North African invasion, the 
invasion of Sicily, and later in the Normandy inva- 
sion, remembered that "Patton slapped me in the 
face with a pair of riding gloves, then kicked me in 
the butt, later he apologized and said he didn't know 
how really sick I was and that I had been suffering 
from malaria." 

The incident cost Patton command of the U.S. 
7th Army, but he subsequently became commander 
of the 3rd Army which he led across France and 
helped defeat the Germans. 

Patton was killed in an automobile accident in 
December, 1945. A few weeks before Kuhl died in 
Mishawaka, a $10 million George S. Patton Jr. Me- 
morial Center at San Gabriel, Calif., the general's 
hometown, was dedicated by retired U.S. General of 
ihe At my Orrwr Bmdlcy.

2. Operations Being Effected 



On 12/23/70, a letter was mailed to EDLRIDGE CLEAVER 
from a fictitious Individual in Los Angeles criticizing the 
lack of aggressiveness displayed by BPP Supreme Commander

A succinct summary of Black Nationalist Movement, 
including Black Panther Party activity in the 
Indianapolis Division is set forth below: 



A. 



NATION OF ISLAM (NOI) 
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The Indianapolis Division presently has six meeting 
places, two of which are designated as mosques by the MO I. 
Mosque Number 31 is located at South Bend, Indiana , and has 
the largest membership, numbering approximately 45 member s. 
The second largest mosque is located at Gary, Indiana, and 
designated Mosque Number 33. It has between 35 and 45 
members. The Indianapolis group has Increased its membership 
slightly to approximately 22 members and still lacks the 30 
minimum membership for designation as a mosque. It Is, 
however, the third largest NOI group in the State of Indiana. 

Additionally, meeting places are also located in 
East Chicago, Evansville and Fort Wayne, Indiana. Each of 
these having somewhere between four and six members. The 
group at Muncie, Indiana, disbanded late in the summer or 
early in the fall of 1970. As of 1/23/71, this group was 
inoperative and no meetings were held by them. 

Membership in this group remains fairly stable. 
Little activity takes place by the group in the Indiana area, 
with exception of regular meetings conducted by NOI ministers 
who reportedly receive instructions from Chicago, Illinois, 
which they follow with no change. 
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The NOT receives financing through sale of the 
tewspaper "Muhammad Speaks f n and from several businesses 
known as Shabazz Enterprises. Dues, which are regularly 
collected from nembers are also part of NOI Group financing. 
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The NOI has never created any problems in the 
Indianapolis Division, and is not generally considered a threat 
to the U. S. Government or to the peace of Indiana. It is 
felt, however, that because of strong religious convictions 
and if once motivated the NOI could present a threat to the peace 
because of the dedication and organization of the group. At 
the present time, there is no reason to consider the NOI as a 
threat since it does not seem violence prone.

Membership in the group in Indianapolis has decreased 
slightly to approximately six active members, somewhere between 
10 and 20 sympathizers currently exist. These Individuals help 
with miscellaneous functions whenever programs are instituted, 
and in the past have assisted with collection and distribution 
of food stuffs for a BPP Pantry Program and before that in the 
operation of a Breakfast for School Children Program* Neither 
of these programs exist at this time and the Individuals who 
have assisted in those programs in the past do not appear 
to have any desire to assist the BPP proper in an active capacity.

Four of these were arrested in February, 
1971, for activities on behalf of the BPP. The BPP in 
Evansville, Indiana, began its activities by contacting large 
supermarkets in the area and requesting one per cent of the 
gross of those businesses to be used in the maintenance 
of a Breakfast for School Children Program. They were 
refused and no funds were collected in this manner. 



During February, 1971, the BPP at Evansville 
contacted the various high schools in the Evansville area, 
attempting to recruit black individuals from those schools 
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»n the BPP. On several occasions during general assembly 
>f the entire school body, these BPP members would ask the! 
black students to meet with them In the cafeteria or other 1 
areas of the high school, rather than attend the authorized ~~~ 
school assembly. It was as a result of this activity, that 
the four Individuals mentioned were arrested. 

The BPP has caused no real problems or acts of violence 
to date* This group, is however, considered to have the most 
potential for violence of any of the black extremist groups present 1 
operating in the Indianapolis Division. 

The BPP continues to be followed closely and 
investigation is shown in monthly summary alrtels, evidentiary 
reports and financial alrtels. 

1. Operations Under Consideration 



The HOI, because of its non-violence approach, thus 
far has not been considered for counterintelligence measures. 
Interview program is maintained. 

Interviews with BPP members, relatives and former 
members, as well as residents in the black community, continue, 
and are being utilized in an attempt to keep this group from 
enlarging or becoming more unified under better leadership. 

The Indianapolis Division has submitted two proposals 
for Bureau authority concerning the dissension in the 

I Indianapolis group and in the national BPP organization. Both 
of these proposals were received by the Bureau with 
notification that the Indianapolis Division would be advised 
of further action* These proposals concerned .the development 
of an antagonism between the BPP leadership in Indianapolis 
and an attempt to have the Indianapolis chapter join the other 
mid-west factions in an effort to withdraw from the national 
BPP. 

2. Operations Being Effected

In accordance with referenced airtel, this 
communication sets forth Las Vegas Recommendations to create 
dissension between the local branch of the CIC in Las Vegas 
. and /or the National Headquarters of the BPP and its ; leaders. 




For information of the Bureau, the CIC Organization 
in Las Vegas is currently experiencing extreme financial 
difficulties in their day to day operations. 

One example of this is the CIC headquarters located 
at 1933 Hassellt North Las Vegas, Nevada, which is two months 
behind in rent payments. This residence is owned by one

The CIC organization in the recent past attempted to 
implement a free breakfast program for the Negro phildren 
in the neighborhood and were reportedly receiving free donations 
of dairy products from the Anderson Dairy located in the Las 
Vegas area. 

Through discreet inquiry it has been determined that 
Anderson Dairy was in fact donating dairy products indirectly 
to the CIC workers who had represented themselves as representing 
the Zion Methodist Church f a Negro church located in Las Vegas. 

Discreet inquiry further revealed that Anderson Dairy 9 
in Investigating the donation to the Zion Methodist Church, 
determined that the church knew nothing of this and none of 
their members had requested any type donation f flora the dairy company 
and that two CIC workers were obtaining dairy products fraudulently 
by using the name of the Zion Methodist Church. It is to be 
noted that upon learning <f the above /officials of the Anderson 
Dairy Company have cut off all donations to individuals they 
determine to be associates with the CIC. 

In view of the fact that the CIC is in, extreme financial 
difficulty it is proposed that discreet contact be maintained with 
the First Western Savings and Loan Association as well as 
Anderson Dairy in an effort to continue to disrupt the activity 
of the CIC f financially as well as exposing their organization. 

It is also proposed that an anonymous letter be prepared 
and directed to the National Headquarters of the BPP and or f 
select national leaders complaining of the mismanagement of 
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ClC who are reportedly squandering money on booze and narco 
Tl^is letter will complain that National BPP newspaper money < 
as well as donations made to the CIC Is being squandered for 
luxury items which is causing the BPP to lose prestige in the 
Las Vegas area as well as cheating the National Headquarters 
out of their share of money received through the sale of the 
BPP newspaper.
